Well  known  as  a  professional  summer  stock  theatre,  Deertrees  in  the  past 
featured  such  celebrities  as  Helen  Hayes,  Ethel  Barrymore,  Tallulah  Bank- 
head,  Joe  E.  Brown  and  Fabian,  and  it  was  here  that  Dorothy  McGuire  got 
her  start.  On  this  same  stage,  one  of  the  best  equipped  summer  theatres  in 
New  England,  Deertrees  students  have  an  opportunity  to  put  to  use  crafts 
taught  by  the  Center’s  academic  staff.  This  year’s  directional  staff  brings  to 
the  students  combined  knowledge  of  the  educational  and  professional  theatre. 

During  free 
time  there  is  relaxation  in  the  sun,  or,  for  the  more  energetic,  boating, 
swimming,  water  skiing,  and  golfing.  Although  early  evening  is  devoted  to 
work,  each  night  comes  alive  with  fun  as  students  gather  at  the  lodge.

A  1944  Harvard  College  graduate,  Chapin  also  received  the  master’s 
degree  in  Business  Administration  from  Harvard  in  1949.  From  1944-1946, 
his  education  was  interrupted  by  Naval  service  as  commanding  officer  of 
an  anti-submarine  patrol  ship  along  the  Atlantic  Seaboard  and  later  service 
in  the  South  Pacific. 

Before  continuing  his  graduate  studies,  he  worked  as  assistant  to  the 
Treasurer  of  Anderson,  Davis  &  Platt,  Inc.,  an  advertising  agency  in  New 
York  City,  and  during  the  1947  labor  strife  as  a  journeyman  machinist  with 
Yale  &  Towne,  Inc.,  in  Stanford,  Conn.
